Lefebvre,  "Probabl}-  the  most  pronounced  in  academic 
methods"  among  contemporary  French  painters,  was 
Ijorn  at  Tournan,  in  the  Seine  et  Marne,  in  1830.  He 
became  a  pupil  of  Leon  Cogniet  at  the  Beaux- Arts, 
and  made  his  debut  at  the  Salon  with  a  portrait  in 
1855,  since  which  year  he  has  been  a  regular  con- 
tributor. In  1861  he  secured  the  Prix  de  Rome  with 
a  "Death  of  Priam,"  and  five  3-ears  later  a  Salon 
medal  for  his  "Nymph  and  Bacchus,"  which  was 
purchased  for  the  Luxembourg.
